! Declares His Bellef in Them.

Sure
enough, very soon the net is full of

that the hardy men began to look red
in the face ns they pull, and hardly

"have they begun to rejoice at their suc-
peas when snup goes a threal of the
pet, and snap gves another thread, so
there is danger not ounly of losing the
flsh, but of losing the net.

_ Without much care as to how much
the boat tilts or how much water is
eplashed on deck the fishermen rush
about, gathering up the broken meshes
of the net. Out yonder there is a ship
dancing on the wave, dnd they hail it:
“8hip ahoy! DBear down this way!"

The ship comes, and both boats, both

fishing smacks, are filled with the

flbundering treasures.

“Ah,” says some one, “how much
better it would have been if they had
staid on shore and fished with a hook
and 1ine and taken one at a time in-
stead of having this great excitement

getting sopping wet with the seal”

n at ono sweep of the net. I have ad-
miration for that man who goes out
with a hook and line to fish. I admire
the way he unwinds the reel and ad-
justs the bait and drops the hook in n
quiet place on a still afternocon and
here catches one and theres one, but 1
like mlso a big boat and a large crew
rnd a net a mile long and swift oars
and stout sails and & stiff breeze and a
great multitude of souls brought—so
great a multitude that you have got
to get help to draw it ashore, straining
the net to the utmost until it breaks
here and there, letting a fow escape,
but bringing the great multitude into
eternal safety.

In other words, I belleve in revivals.
The great work of saving men began
with 8,000 people joining the church in
one day, and it will close with 40 or a
bundred million people saved in 24
hours when nations shall be born in a
day. But there are objections te re-
vivals. DPeople are opposed to them
because the net might get broken, and
If by the pressure of souls it does not
get broken, then they take thelr own
penknives and slit the net. *“They in-
closed a great multitude of fishes, and
the net brake.”

It Is sometimes opposed to revivals
of religion that those who come into
the church at such times do not hold
ovt, Aslong as thereisa gale of bless-
ing they have their eails up. Dut as
o 48 strong winds stop ULlowin,:
hen they drop into a dead ealm. But
hat are the fucts lu the tuse? Tu all
our churches tho vast majority of the
useful people are those who are
breught in undar great awakenings,
and they hold out. Who are the prom-
inent men in the United States in
churches, in prayer meetings, in Sab-
bath schools? For the most part they
are the product of grest awakenings.

1 have noticed that thoss who are
brought into the Kingdom of God
through revivals have more per-
sistence and more determination in the
Christian life than those who come
in under a low state of religion. Peo-
ple born in an icehouse may live, but
they will never get over the cold they
eaught in the icehouse. A cannon ball
depends upon the impnlse with which
it starts for how rar it shall go and
how swiftly. and the greater the re-
vival forcs with which a sou! is started
themorefar-reaching and far-resound-
ing will be the execution.

But it |8 sometimes objected to re-
vivals that there isso much excitement
that people mistake hysteria for relig-
fon. We admit that in every revival of
religion there is either a suppressed or
a demonstrated excitement. Indeed,
if a man can go out of a state of con-
demnation into a state of acceptance
with God or see others go without any
agitation of soul he is in an unhealthy,
morbld state and is as repulsive and
absurd se a man who should boast he
saw a child snatched out from under a
horse's hoofs and felt no agitation, or
saW A man rescued from the fourth
story of a house on fire and felt no ne-
celeration of the pulses.

Salvation from sin and death and
kell into life and peace and Heaven for-
ever is such a tremendous thing that
if & man tells me he can look on it
without any agltation I doubt his
Christianity. The fact is that some-
times excitement Is the most impor-
tant possible thing. In case of resus-
citation from drowning or freezing

the one idea is to excite animation,

Before conversion we are dead. It is
the business of the church to revive,
arouse, awaken, resuscitate, startle |
into life. Excitement is bad or good
scocording to what it makes us do. If
it make us do that which Is bad, it is
bad excitement, but if it make us agl

tated about our eternal welfare, If
it make us pray, if it make us attend
upon Christian serviee, if it mnke us
ery unto God for merey, then 10 is a
good excitement,

vvala of religion great multitudes of
children and young people are brought
into the church, and they do not know
what they are about. It has been my
observation that the earller pecple
come Into the kingdom of God the more
useful they are. Robert Hall, the
prince of preachers, was converted at
12 years of age. It is llkely he knew
what he was about. Matthew Henry,
the commentator, who did more than
any man of his century for increasing
the interest in the study of the Berip-
tures, was converted at 11 years of
agey Isabells Graham, immortal in the
Christian church, was converted at ten
years of age; Dr. Watts, whose hymns
will be sung all down the ages, was
converted at mine years of age. Jona-
than Edwards, perhaps the mightiest
intelleot that the American pulpit
ever produced, was converted at seven
years of age, and that father' and
mother take an awful responsibility
when they tell their chlld at seven
years of age: “You are too young to
be n Christian,” or *You are too young
to connecd yourself with the church."
That is o mistake as long as eternity,

If during a revival two persons pre-
sent themselves as candidates for the
church and the one is ten years of age
aund the other is 40 years of age, I will
have more confidence in the profession
of religion of the one ten years of age
than the one 40 years of age. Why?
The one who professes at 40 years of
age has 40 years of impulse in the
wrong direction to correct, and the
child has only ten years in the wrong
direction to correct. Four times ten
are 40. Four times the religious pros-
pect for the lad that comes into the
kingdom of God and into the churchat
ten years of age than the man at 40.

I am very apt to look upon revivals
as connected with certain men who
fostered them. People who in this
day do not like revivals nevertheless
have not words to express their admi-
ration for the revivalists of the past,

Fdwards, John Wesley) George Whit-
field, Fletcher, Griffin, Davies, Os-
borne, Knupp, Nettleton, Moody and
many others whose nafes come to
my mind. The strength of their in-
tellect and the holiness of thelr lives
make me think they would not have
had anything to do with that whioh
was ephefneral,
talk against revivals!

A man said to Mr. Dawson: *“T
like your sermons very much, but
the after meetings I despise. When
the prayer meeting begins I always
g0 up into the gallery and look down,
and T am disgusted.” “Well,"” sald
Mr. Dawson, “the resson is you go
on the top of your neighbor's house
and look down his chimuey to exam-
ine his fire, and of course you get
only smoke in your eyes. Why don't
You come in the door and sit down
and warm?"

Oh, T am afraid to say anything
against revivals of religion or against
anythimg that looks like them, be-
cause I think it may be a sin against
the Holy Ghost, and you know the
Pible says that a sin against the Holy
Ghost ghall never be forgiven, neither
in this world nor the world to come.
Now, if you are a painter and I speak
against your pictures, do I not speak
agalnst you? 1If you are an archi-
tect, nnd I speak against a building
you put up, do I not speak against
you? If a revival be the work of tha
Holy Ghost, and I speak against that
revival, do I not speak against the
Holy Ghost? And whoso speaketh
ayalust the Holy Ghost, says the
Lible, he shall never be forgiven,
neither in this world nor in the world

rection,

Now I come to the real, genninn
cause of objection to revivals. That
is the coldness of the objector. It is
the secret and hidden but unmistak-
able cause in every case, a low stat:
of religion in the heart. Wide awake.
consecrated, useful Christlans are
never afraid of revivala. It is the
spiritually dead who are afrald of
having their sepulcher molested. Tho
chlef agents of the devil during a
great awakening are always uncon-
verted professors of religion. As soon
as Christ's work begins they begin
to gossip ngalnst it and take a pall
of water and try to put out this
spark of rellgious influence, and they
try to put out another spark. Do
they succeed? As well when Chicago
was on fire might some one have
gone out with a garden wuater pot
trying to extinguish it. The difficulty
i= that when a revival beglns in a
church it beglns at so many points
that while you have doused one anx-
fous soul with a pail of cold water
there are 500 other anxious souls on
fire. Oh, how much better it would
be to lay hold of the charlot of
Christ’'s Gospel and help pull it on
rother than to fling ourselves in front
of the wheels, trying to block their
progress. We will not stop the
chariot, but we ourselves will be
ground to powder.

But I think, after all, the greatest
obstacle to revivals throughout
Christendom is an unconverted minls-
try. We must believe that the vast
majority of those who officints at
sacred altars are regenerated, but I
suppose there may float {uto the
ministry of nll the denominations of

Christinns men whose hearts have
never been changed by grace. They
are all antagonistic to revivals, How
did they get into the ministry? Per-

haps some of themn chose it as a re-
gpectable profession. Perhaps some
of them wera sincere, hut were mis-
taken. As Thomas Chalmers said, he
hod been many yenrs preaching the
Gospel before his heart had been
changed, and as many ministers of
| the Gospel declare they were preach-
ing and had been ordained to smcred
orders years and years before thelr
| hearts wers regeneratad. Graolous

Ministers, lethargia
with whole congregations dying on
their hands. What a spectacle!

During our civii war:-the president
of the United States made proclama-
tion for 75,000 treops. Some of you
remember the big stir. But the King
of the wuniverse to-day asks for
1,200,000,000 more troopa than are en-
listed, and we want i% dons softly,
imperceptibly, no excitement, one by
one. You are a dry goods merchaht
on o large scale, and I am a merchant
on a amall seale, and I come to you
und want to buy 1,000 yards ot cloth.
Lo you say: “Thank yom. I'll sell
you 1,000 yards of cloth, but I'll sell
You 20 yards to-day and 20 to-morrow
and 20 the next day, and if it takes
me six months 1'll sell you the whole
thousand yards. Yon will want ne
long as that to examine the goods,
and I'!! want as long as that to exam-
ine the credit, and besides that 1,000
yards of oloth is too much to sell all
at once?"” No; you do not say that.
You take me into the counting-room,
and in ten minutes the whole transaec-
tion is consummated. The fact is we
cannot afford to be fools In anything
but religion.

That very merchant who on Satur-
duy afternoon sold me the thousand
yards of cloth at one stroke the next
Sabbath in church will stroke his
beard and wonder whaether it would
not be better for a thousand souls to
come straggling along for ten years
fnstead of bolting in at one service.

It séems to me as if God Is prepar-
ing the world for some quick and
universal movement. A celebrated
electriclan gave me a telegraph chart
of the world. On that chart the wires
crossing the continents and the cables
under the sea looked like veins red
with bleod. On that chart I see that
the headquarters of the lightnings are
in Great Britaln and the United
Etates. In London and New York
the lightnings are stabled, walting
to be hurnessed for some quick dis-
patch. That shows you that the tel-
egraph is in the possession of Chris-
tlanity.

It is a significant fact that the man
who invented the telegraph was an
old-fashioned Christian, Prof. Morse,
and that the man who put the tele-
graph undetr the sea was an old-fash-
foned Christlan, Cyrus W. Field, and
that the president of the most fa-
mous of the telegraph companies of
this country was an old-fashioned
Christian, Willlam Orton, going from
the communion table on  earth
stralght to his home in Heaven. What
does all that mean?

I do not suppose that the telegraph
was invented merely to let us know
whether flour is up or down or which
horse won the race at the Derby or
which marksman beat at the latest
gontest. I suppose the telegraph was
invented ond built to call the world
to God.

In some of the attributes of the
Lord we meem to share on a small
ncale. For instance, in His love and
Hisr kindnass. But until of late fore-
knowledge, omniscience, omnipres-
ence, omuipotence, seem to have been
exclusively God's poasession. God, de-
sirlng to make the race like Himsalf,
gives us a species of foreknowledge
in the weather probabilities, gives uy
a apeocies of omniscience in telegraphy,
gives us n species of omnipresence in
the telephone, i

abhout us, people are asking w
I wlill tell you what next.

Next, a
stupendous religious movement. Next,

the end of war. Next,” the crash of
despotism, Next, the world's expurga-
tion. Next, the Christlike dominion.
Next, the judgment. What becomes
of the world after that I care not.
It will have suffered and achieved
enongh for one world. Lay it up in
the drydocks of eternity, like an old
man of war gone out of service, or fit
it up like a Constellation to earry
bresd of relief to some other suffering
planet or let it be demolished. Fare-
well, dear old world, that began with
paradise and ended with judgment
conflagration.

Gen. Ruger agreed to interpose no
martial interference if the Demoorats
would conduot themselves peaceably.
However, although admission to the
building was obtained, it was nooes-
sary Lo pass the portals of the legisla-
tive hall. Btrategy and force were both
brought into play.

The Radioal House was to assemble
st noon on Thursday. Tke Demoorats,
singly aud by back streots, madu their
way to the Btate ospitol and obtained
admission. The Radicals were not ¢x
peotivg this movement. However, the
negro sergeant at-arms, a burly fellow,
attempted to prevent entranoco atthe
swing ng doors of green baize.

It is pre-
sumed that he was driven to the daring
and rash sct from despondenpy, pro-
duoced by protracted suffering frofm a
ohronic disease. The unexpected cc-
carrence has proved almost fatal’ 1o
QGaskin's wife, and she has been at the
